During the reporting fiscal year the Division was appropriated funds to support 
sixty full time employees. The majority of our employees are assigned to field 
positions throughout the state so as to better address the safety and needs of our 
customers in a more effective manner. 


As you review this annual report you will note various areas of statistical 
information. Fire service heavily relies on the capturing of data that identifies 
fire cause trends, types, and number of calls for service, just to name a few. 
Evaluation of this statistical information provides a basis and justification for 
budget expenditures and additional funding requests. On a statewide basis, the 
National Incident Reporting System, has been and is still available to 
Missouri’s fire service at no cost. Within this annual report are a few highlights 
as to the system’s capabilities and information that is available. I strongly 
encourage each Missouri fire department that is not currently active within the 
NFIRS system to take the time and start providing incident information into 
this valuable resource. 


Much of Missouri’s fire protection is provided by volunteers. Out of over 900 
fire departments estimates are that 80% of those departments are staffed by 
volunteers. Whether you are a career or volunteer firefighter in this state, your 
commitment and dedication to protect your community is evident. A fire or 
other dangerous situation does not distinguish as to whether you are there as a 
volunteer of career firefighter, the potential for injury or loss of life exists 
either way. 


I want to truly thank Missouri’s fire service, our private industry customers, our 
fellow public service partners, and the citizens of this State who are impacted 
by the Division of Fire Safety on a daily basis for your continued support.

FUTURE PROJECTS AND GOALS 





A successful organization must never be stagnant. Along with carrying out our various 
duties and missions as required by statute, the Division of Fire Safety is proactively searching 
for better ways to serve our customers and Keep pace with changing times and technology. 
Following are a few of our projects currently in the works: 


®% All-Hazard Incident Management Teams (AHIMT) 
Beginning in March 2006, the Division of Fire Safety identified a clear need for the re- 
establishment of what once was referred to as “Overhead Teams,’ now known as Incident 
Management Teams (IMT). These teams are designed to provide management support 
during major incidents to local jurisdictions throughout the State. By dividing the State 
into three regions, the plan established a west, a central and an east team. IMT training 
provided through the National Fire Academy is to be scheduled for the fall of 2006. 


* Juvenile Firesetter Intervention Program 
In May 2006, the Division of Fire Safety met with a number of individuals from various 
areas of the state who had intervention experience with juvenile firesetters. The goal of this 
committee was to develop several viable Youth Fire Prevention Coalitions throughout the 
state to assist with the growing problem of juvenile firesetting. A review of “best 
practices” utilized by existing programs was conducted in order to establish a consistent 
effective state program. This fall, program training will be conducted throughout the state 
by qualified experienced individuals. The target audience of the training shall be multt 
discipline to include representatives from law enforcement, fire service, mental health, 
juvenile justice, and family services. 


* Accelerant Canine Detection Program 
In 2007, the Division will obtain two canines along with the associated handler training to 
once again have available such a valuable tool to assist with fire scene investigations. The 
re-establishment of our accelerant-canine detection program is being made possible by a 
grant through State Farm Insurance. State Farm Insurance has been very supportive of the 
Division in providing canine assistance throughout the years.. 


§% Rescue Technician Training and Certification 
When disaster strikes anywhere in the United States, the fire service is the primary response 
for rescue and recovery missions. This responsibility is resulting in a greater demand for 
specialized hazmat and rescue technician level training courses. The Division is working 
toward providing internationally accredited certification for these specialized training levels 
in the near future. 


& Elevator Safety Program Upgrade 
Beginning in January 2007, an upgrade to the Elevator Safety Unit’s database will allow 
state licensed elevator inspectors to complete and submit their daily inspection reports to 
the Division electronically via the internet. In addition, this upgrade will allow the 
inspectors access to the Division’s database to review previous inspection reports for a 
specific location.

FIRE SERVICE MEMORIAL CEREMONY 


On May 21, 2006, the annual memorial service at the Firefighter’s Memorial in 
Kingdom City was held for Missouri firefighters who have passed away. 


Those killed in the line of duty during the fiscal year 2006 were honored and 
remembered during the ceremony: 


Chief Robert Allen Bestgen, age 51, of the Osborn Fire Protection District died on 
September 3, 2005, from injuries sustained during an incident the previous day at the 
U.S. 36 Raceway in Osborn. Chief Bestgen was trying to stop a push truck that had 
slipped out of gear and appeared to be heading toward spectators. Chief Bestgen 
served the Osborn Fire Protection District for twenty years. 


Firefighter Timmy Shane Hardy, age 32, of the Neosho Fire Department died on 
November 7, 2005, during fire suppression activity at the Ragland Mills complex in 
Neosho. Hardy was killed when he became entrapped in a conveyor belt he was riding 
to the top of the grain elevator. Hardy began his firefighting career as a volunteer in 
1994. 


Captain Alan D. Leake, age 51, of the Fulton Fire Department died on April 30th, 
2006, after collapsing at the scene of a motor vehicle accident. Captain Leake began 
O14 his fire service career on September Ist, 1982.

Reperting System State Report 


RSMo 320.202.2 requires the Division of Fire Safety to administer a fire incident reporting 
system; therefore we participate in the National Fire Incident Reporting System (NFIRS). The 
United States Fire Administration established the National Fire Incident Reporting System, an all- 
incident reporting system with data collection and reporting capabilities. This program can be 
used at the fire department, state and national levels. 





The United Sates Fire Administration evolved from the 1972 publication of America Burning, and 
was tasked with evaluating the Nation's fire trends and problems. As an offspring, NFIRS was 
created to allow fire departments to record their responses and submit statistics, via the internet, 
to the National Fire Information Council. Fire Departments from around the state voluntarily 
submit fire incident data to the Division of Fire Safety's training unit for analysis and reporting 
purposes. At this time, Missouri has 898 fire departments registered in the State. Currently, 731 
departments are submitting data, with nearly 260,000 incidents in the system. The Division staff 
provides training and technical support for Missouri fire departments participating in this system. 
In order to qualify for the Federal Assistance to Firefighter Grants Program, fire departments 
must participate in the NFIRS system. Also, Federal and State agencies use NFIRS data and 
Statistics for planning and prevention purposes.

The Division of Fire Safety Training and Certification Unit 
furnishes quality training and internationally accepted certification 
to fire fighters, law enforcement personnel, emergency response 
professionals, Local Emergency Planning Committees, and other 
state agencies. This Unit is also responsible for Fire Fighter 
Training Contracts, the State Fire Mutual Aid System, NFIRS 
reporting system and Fire Department Registration. The Training 
and Certification Unit has been accredited through the 
International Fire Service Accreditation Congress which requires 
certifying entities to follow strict guidelines and meet the most 
current NFPA standard. This allows Missouri's fire service to be 
recognized for their training worldwide and ensures consistency 
when fire fighters respond to an emergency incident. Many fire 
departments around the state require certification prior to hiring 
and promoting individuals. The Division currently offers 15 levels 
of certification and numerous training programs and has issued 
over 48,000 certifications since the program's implementation in 
1986. 


During FY2006, the Training and Certification Unit administered 
5,460 certification examinations. Certifications were issued to 
3,999 individuals and another 648 recertifications were issued. 
The Unit also coordinated several investigator, inspector, 
evaluator, meth lab training, fire officer, and basic fire fighter 
courses across the state with 450 individuals attending. 
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FY2006 Contracted Training Report 


The Division receives monies through various funds to provide contracted, cost free training to fire fighters, 
law enforcement personnel, emergency response personnel, Local Emergency Planning Committees and 
other state agencies. In an effort to reach all spectrums of those we serve, the training ranges from very 
basic to extremely complex. Courses are delivered in a regional format and include topics such as fire 
fighting, basic to advanced fire service management, technical rescue and life saving techniques, basic and 
advanced arson awareness and detection, hazardous materials recognition and response, and fire safety 
inspections. 


For many volunteer fire departments and individuals, this funding provides their only opportunity for training. 
It is estimated that at least 80% of Missouri's approximate 25,000 fire fighters volunteer their service and 
often represent departments with little to no budget for training. This funding provides a wide spectrum of 
courses at no cost to the fire service, law enforcement personnel, local emergency planning committees 
and other state agencies upon request. The intent is to provide emergency response personnel with the 
most current training available in order to prepare them to respond to lifesaving incidents involving the 
citizens of Missouri. 


A total of $401,554 was contracted in FY2006 which provided training to 5,724 individuals through 293 
courses across the state. The Fire Education Commission and the Fire Advisory Board, both appointed by 
the Governor, determine the courses to be funded with these monies.

The Investigation Unit provides fire and explosive related 
investigative services to Missouri's fire services and law 
enforcement agencies. Under RSMo. 320.230, the State Fire 
Marshal and his appointed investigators are responsible for 
investigating incidents involving the possibility of arson, explosion, 
or related offenses as requested by the fire service, law 
enforcement and _ prosecuting attorneys within the _ state. 
Investigators are trained in several fields of expertise to include 
insurance fraud, explosive recognition, weapons of mass 
destruction, and post-blast investigations. 


Fire Investigators have the power of arrest for criminal offenses, 
when investigating the cause, origin or circumstances of fires, 
explosions, or like occurrences involving the possibility of arson or 
related offenses. Investigators also have arrest powers when 
aiding and assisting the sheriff of any county or the Chief of Police 
or their designated representative at their request. The Unit has 
two explosive detection canines assigned to investigator/ handlers 
for assistance with bomb threat searches and security details. 


A total of 1,214 investigations were conducted in FY2006 with 310 
involving incendiary fires. Total losses in those investigations were 
estimated at $96,771,819.

The fire scene was a single level wood frame machine shed. Several vehicles and a farm 
tractor were located inside the shed. With the amount of damage, no cause was 
determined. Damage was estimated at $1,000,000. 


10/12/05: St. Joseph, Buchanan County - Manufacturing 
The explosion and fire took place in a two level industrial 
non-combustible structure. There was one fatality and 
fifteen injuries. The cause of this explosion and fire was 
listed as accidental due to the evidence of a natural gas 
valve in the kitchen, which had been installed and left 
open and uncapped. Damages were estimated at 
$5,000,000. 





09/02/05: Cape Girardeau, Cape Girardeau County - Business 

The fire occurred in a one level mercantile business of non-combustible construction. The 
fire originated in the storage racks in the business with the ignition of combustibles. The 
fire was determined to be criminal in nature. Damages were estimated at $1,000,000. 


12/27/05: Bonne Terre, Jefferson County - Residential 

The fire occurred in a wood and masonry protected one story residence. The structure was 
for sale at the time of the fire. Due to major damage, no cause could be determined. 
Damage was estimated at $1,000,000. 


01/07/06: Sunrise Beach, Camden County - Residential 

The fire occurred in a newly constructed wood frame single family residence. The fire was 
determined to be accidental, as the electrical service could not be eliminated as the 
ignition source of the fire. Damages were estimated at $4,000,000. 


01/11/06: Lone Jack, Jackson County - Business 
The fire occurred in a single story structure/ousiness, of wood and metal siding. Due to the 
extent of the damage, no cause was determined. Damages were estimated at $1,000,000. 


02/27/06: Lake Ozark, Camden County - Business 

The fire occurred in a large two story structure of ordinary construction. The main floor of 
the structure contained a banking facility. The fire was determined to be accidental, with 
the cause of the fire identified as discarded smoking materials. Damage was estimated at 
$1,000,000. 


04/10/06: Foristell, St. Charles County - Business 

The fire occurred in a wood frame/non-combustible commercial structure. A 55-gallon burn 
barrel was located in close proximity. Due to wind conditions, burning and smoldering 
debris from the burn barrel could not be eliminated as a cause for the fire, therefore, the 
fire was determined to be accidental. Damages were estimated at $1,000,000.

Of the accidental residential fires investigated, four were caused by smoking materials, three by electrical 
malfunctions, two by heating equipment, two by cooking equipment, one by candles, and one natural gas 
explosion. Of the undetermined residential fires, damage was too severe to factually determine a cause in 
16 structures. In three undetermined fires, discarded smoking materials could not be eliminated. 








FY2006 Fireworks Licensing Report 


The Division of Fire Safety is charged with enforcing Fireworks Licenses Issued in FY2006 
RSMo 320.106, involving the investigation, 

permitting, and inspection of the fireworks industry in 
Missouri. This statute requires prospective 
manufacturers, distributors, jobbers, wholesalers, 
seasonal retailers, and persons requesting special 
fireworks displays to apply to the Division of Fire 
Safety for a permit to do business in Missouri. 
Applicants must meet certain requirements, follow 
safety procedures, and pay a fee for a fireworks 
license. The scope of this program was broadened by 
the 2004 Legislature with the addition of testing and 
licensing of individuals who shoot fireworks for public 
display. Additionally, proximate (indoor) fireworks 
shows such as those used in theatres, at ballgames, 
and concerts were previously exempt from the law 
and therefore left unregulated. These types of shows 
are now regulated due to this statutory change. 





The Division's Inspection and Investigation staff 
conduct inspections of facilities selling, 
manufacturing, or distributing fireworks. Of the 1,512 
permits issued by the Division in FY2006, 1,362

The Boiler and Pressure Vessel Safety Inspection Program 
strives to ensure the safety of the public while in office 
buildings, churches, schools, day care centers, and 
commercial businesses. The Division of Fire Safety 
continues to provide inspections for boilers and pressure 
vessels to protect life and property. In addition to the four 
state inspectors, the Division of Fire Safety commissions 
223 insurance company inspectors who provide routine 
inspections to their insured. Also, two state inspectors 
conduct Joint Reviews on repair companies of boilers and 
pressure vessels to ensure compliance of jurisdictional 
repairs. The Governor-appointed Boiler and Pressure 
Vessel Board advises the Division on the operation of the 
unit. 


A total of 16,941 boilers and pressure vessels were 
permitted by the Division in FY2006. Division inspectors 
conducted 4,570 of those inspections. This was an 
increase of 12.7% over FY2005. In FY2006, five boiler and 
pressure vessel incidents involving property damage were 
reported to the Division and _ investigated. Safety 
inspections resulted in a total of 1,268 boiler and pressure 
vessel code violations documented by the Division. In 
FY2006, the program generated $454,095 in state revenue. 
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The Elevator Safety Program is responsible for 
enforcing nationally recognized safety standards for 
the maintenance, inspection, testing and operation of 
all elevator equipment. New elevator equipment 
installations, as well as modifications/alterations to 
existing equipment, are required to comply with a plan 
review process based upon nationally recognized 
standards through the Division and a permit issued 
before such work begins. This program also has 
regulatory authority over the issuance of state licenses 
to qualified elevator inspectors performing inspections 
within the State. The program is charged with 
enforcing safety rules and regulations, the collection of 
prescribed fees, the registration and permitting of all 
elevator equipment and for processing and issuance of 
variance requests to elevator equipment. The Elevator 
safety Board appointed by the Governor advises the 
Division on the operation of the unit. 


A total of 14,435 elevator inspections were conducted 
in fiscal year 2006. This was an increase of 23.38% 
over FY2005 and 14.4% over FY2004. During 
FY2006, four elevator equipment related accidents 
were reported to and investigated by the Division. 
Three involved a fatality with the other resulting in one 
serious injury. Also in this timeframe, 17,811 elevators 
were registered with the Division generating $514,304.

Because funding for this program is limited, 


the Division has absorbed the duties of the program by ~ 
cross-training Elevator Safety Inspectors. The Governor- _ 


appointed Amusement Ride Safety Board advises 
Division staff. 


A total of 1023 amusement ride quality control 
inspections were conducted in fiscal year 2006. This 
was an increase of 31.8% over FY2005 and 91.4% over 
FY2004. During FY2006, two amusement ride accidents 
were reported to and investigated by the Division. One 
incident resulted in minor injuries to nine patrons, with 
the other incident resulting in one patron being injured 
and hospitalized for treatment. Also in FY2006, 1107 
amusement ride permits were issued by the Division, 
generating $32,414 in revenue for the state.
